Facts About the Towage Ques- 
tion. 

To the Editor:— In t lie Nanaimo Freo 
Proas of ttio 'Jth instant 1 tiutioe a long 
letter which 1 presume y in answer to a 
letter which appeared in your issue of tho 
4th instant signed " Fair Flay N~o. 2." 
Now, sir, whoever the writer of that let- 
ter is, in my opinion ho understands very 
little of what he writes about, and to any 
one conversant with the towage question 
that writer's letter must seem very ridicu- 
lous. Being more intimate with towago 
mutters, 1 believe, than most people about 
here, I am therefore able to prove that 
tho writer in tho Free Press has not stated 
tho facts of the case as thoy should be, but 
to my mind his intention is to mislead the 
public on this very important question, 
and I can prove by 'ho following that his 
statements from end to end are false, and 

1 chulluni;e a contradiction. Now, sir, to 
begin with I will endeavor to show tho 
public tho utter rot that the writer in the 
Free Press would have tho people of this 
province swallow. ''Nanaimo Miner" as- 
serts that the taking of from four to five 
thousand dollars out of this province is 
not an injury to the people, and in the 
second place he says that he has failed 
to Gnd where any or his brother miners 
have ever benefited by our tugboats. 
Now, I think I can to all right-thinking 
people show how utterly absurd such 
statements are. In the first place, does 
not the spending of from fifteen to sixteen 
hundred dollars a month for coal alone 
benefit tho people of Nanaimo, which 
Would be increased to over two thousand 
dollars if our tugboats had the sama pro- 
tection as the tugs on Puget Sound. Then 
there is the money that our tugs causes to 
be put in circulation, viz. , tho largu amount 
paid for wages and stores, which foots up 
to over two thousand dollars per 
month. Is not all this a benefit 
to Nanaimo and tho province gonerally I 
Then there comes the amount i f money 
paid out yearly for repairs which I beg 
to remind the wriloi in the Free Press is 
not inconsiderable and which the follow- 
ing will show: In tho year 1870-80 the 
Alexander alone cost her owners §40,000, 
and in 1884 5520,000. The Pilot in 1881 
for repairs cost £0,000, and in 1885 £15, 
000. Now, .sir, with the above showing 
hew can "Nanaimo .Miner" come out in 
public print and assort that he has failed 
to ti nd that our tugboats aro not a benefit 
to tho province, and Nanaimo in particu- 
lar. Touching the American tugs, what 
benefit do we derive from them / Nothing 
but the direst injury. 

In tho next [dace, "Nanaimo Miner" 
says, What would become of our mines 
and tugboat owners if it was net for the 
American people on this coast ! because, 
as he assorts, they pay to the owners of 
tho Wellington collieries seven-eighths of 
tho money derived from the products of 
their mines. Granting that statement to 
bo correct, which L very much doubt, 
cloes he suppose for one moment that tho 
American people would admit the pro- 
ducts of our mines into their markots if 
they wero not benefited thereby ? No, I 
am afraid not; but if 1 am not mistaken, 
if they could find coal equivalent to ours 
in their own country, that is to say, 
enough of it, our coal mining industries 
would bo something like on r shipbuilding 
industries, entirely prohibited from com- 
petition in their markets. 

Another point raised by "Nanaimo 
Miner" is that if our tugboat otf'nors get 
protection against the American tugboats 
it would give them power to dictato to 
vessels coming to load coal at the Van- 
couver Coal Co.'s mines ar.d a stab in the 
back at tho permanent welfare of Nanai 
mo. That statement is as false as the 
bulk of ''Nanaimo Minor's" lotter, and 
to prove that Itiiiii right I will refer him 
to our published card of towago ralej 
pince wo have acquired the principal tug- 
boats in the province, and, I may say, the 
monopoly of rnn-it all the towing done by 
British Columbia tugboats, and our pub- 
lished card of rates before that tiir.o, and 
jie will find a considerable reduction, 
whereas many in the same oituation would 
linvo Increased it, which was done by tho 
American tugboat owners at the time the 
tug Alexander was laid up for repairs five 
years ago, v/hich tho writer palling hity,- 
fcolt "Nanaimo Miner" can easily lind out 
by procuring one of their then published 
card3. 

Another matter ho entirely ignores it) 
the effect of allowing tho American tug- 



boats the indiscriminate right to tow in 
our waters, and that is the lumber busi- 
ness on their own side. They can well 
afford to tow vessels to and from the mills 
at the reduced rates they are now towing 
at, when they can come over to us soft 
Britishers and do our towing to make up 
fur the losses occurring on their own side, 
which heavily tells against our lumber 
business This is partly the cui^e of the 
depression in that business in British Co- 
lumbia, which "Nanaimo Miner" can easily 
ascertain by applying tit any of the o dices 
of the gentlemen in that lino 

Now, sir, 1 think I have gone fully into 
this matter and I hope it will have some 
effect in causing the proper authorities to 
look thoroughly into it, if d, as ""Fair 
Play" very properly remarks, either 
let us have fair play or protection Why 
American tugs should have mote privi- 
leges l hau ours, for the lifenif me I can't 
understand. Why, sir, on the other aide 
of tho lino we are a laughingstock fur"Ur 
good nature in lotting their tugs do just 
as they please, and how ure our tugs treat- 
ed when they go to t'uget Cjouudi They 
can go to Port To wnsend— farther they 
dare not go. Oh, no, British Columbia 
t,ugs have no right there. Why/ Be- 
cause they are afraid of British pluck and 
competition. But the most singular part 
of the whole business is, how is it that 
any other foreign vessel can take a cargo 
from China/ We will say for argument 
that vessel is allowed to proceed to any 
part of Puget Sound without let or hin- 
drance. What right have the I'uget 
Sound authorities to discriminate in 
such manner] 1 trust our representa- 
tives will see to it at the next session of 
parliament, and bring the matter thor- 
oughly bofuro the government and cuuso 
them to obtain from tho American gov- 
ernment reciprocity, or give us proloctii n 
in tho towage business. Wo only wai t 
what is our right, which we should have 
had long ago. 

Tho remainder of "Nanaimo Miner's" 
lotter, as it has no bearing on tho towago 
question, I will leave where it came from.

The British Elections, 

[Letter from a Former Victorian. I 

LIVERPOOL, Nov. 23, 18S5. 
Seldom have I seuu more excitement on 
tho eve of a general election than is tho 
streets of our city to-day. Long before 
this reaches you the result will bo pub- 
lished ; but it may be interesting to hear 
how tho betting is going. It is even on 
eight conservatives being returned, the 
exception being for Scotland district, 
where the return of Mr. S. P. O'Connor 
is considered certain. A more crowded 
meeting wu3 never held in Liverpool than 
that which met yesterday (Sunday after- 
noon), to hoar Parnell, T. P. O'Connor 
and other representative Irishmen. A 
great many are pu/.zled now at the ru- 
mored withdrawal of Parnull from hill can- 
didature for Exchange district. Tho con- 
servatives Bay that it is with a view to 
secure the return of their candidate, and 
they uro full of praises to Mr. Parnell for 
his conduct. In sober truth the with- 
drawal was a mistake. Mr Parnell had 
not complied with the necessary formal- 
ity of 

PAYING A DEPOSIT 

or giving a guarantee for election expenses 
so that his default in this respect amounts 
to a withdrawal There have never been 
so many pulling stations at any election in 
Liverpool. Tho arrangements ure very 
complete, and probably on Wednesday, 
owing to tho absence of hired vehicles, 
the town will present a much quieter 
aspect than at former general elections. 

BIRMINGHAM AND LIVERPOOL 
hare pushed their [lolling days as forward 
as possible in order to give an impetus to 
tho respective parlies in whose favor these 
two leading cities wish to see tho elec- 
tions go. It is expected that Birmingham 
will Bend an almost unbroken band of 
liberals; Liverpool, on the other hand, is 
expected to return at least six conserva- 
tives — some say eight. A vast chatige 
has passed over the country within the 
last iwo weeks. The questions of disestab- 
lishment and free Bchools have caused 
many liberals to go over to the conserva- 
tive side, and many think that the con- 
servatives will have a bare majority over 
tho liberals, so that the Irish parly will 
hold the balance of power. Whether 
this be the case or not, it is supposed by 
"those who know," or think they do, that 
tho parliament which is now being elected 
will be of very short duration, and that 
1886 will see tho dissolution of 

Tilt: TENTH PARLIAMENT OK OjtJEEN VIC- 
TORIA, 

When the elections are over people will 
settle down to business, which has for tho 
last two months boon put aside. The de- 
pression of trade commission will proceed 
with their work. If the conservatives 
come in again sub-commissioners will be 
appointed in all large towns to take the 
evidence of workingmen and small trad- 
ers, their voice in this neighborhood will 
be for fair trade; they complain bitterly 
in this city of tho evils of freo trade as 
now existing. State aided emigration will 
also be pressed forward, an'J the naval 
volunteer homo defence association will 
commence active work in lecturing and 
organizing, no matter what party may be 
in power, Imperial federation will also 
push to the front. Political meetings 
have lately engrossed tho attention of 
everybody who oouid either speak or 
listen; but in Liverpool tho colonies will 
now bo heard of during tho winter months 
at every meeting, whether of debating 
society, social club, or discussion class, 
and lectures are a'ready announced for 
Liverpool in tho neighborhood. 

Tho shippers inhibition, to bo hold 
in Liverpool nexi year, will also occupy 
the time of our local loaders. Tho pre- 
paration of the ground has given em- 
ployment to over 20,0. men for two months 
biia't, and it will continue to do ao through- 
out the wlntor months. Our very popu- 
lar mayor, Alderman David Radsliffe, has 
been paid tho very great compliment of 
being reappointed mayor, an incident 
which has pot occurred before since Liv- 
erpool had a mayor. Nobody could bo 
found to carry out the exhibition which 
Mr. Radcliffo had so energetically in- 
augurated.

THE DOMINION CABINET. 

Two important changes in the Domin- 
ion cabinet are announced. Hon. A. W, 
McLollan will succeed Sir Loonard Tilley 
as finance minister. Mr. McLollan is tho 
present minister of marine, a post ho was 
well fitted tor, having beon connected 
with tho shipping interests in Nova Scotia 
for many years. Doubts aro exprosBed as 
to his ability as a financier. But then 
we can remember tho same thing having 
beon said of Sir Leonard Tilley, who was 
a retail druggist before and for a long time 
aftor he entered politics. Tho idea of a 
compounder of boluses knowing anything 
about tinances, w:ib an exclamation that 
was everywhere heard. And yet the dia- 
ponaerof drugs madoa capital minister and 
has shown that he knows a groatdeal about 
financial matters. It is true that ho has 
left behind him a deficit ; but so did hia 
immediate predecessor, Mr. Cartwright, 
and Sir Leonard his tho proud con- 
sciousness of having assisted in the 
inauguration of a fiscal system that 
largely increasod tho revenue, raised the 
credit of Canada and enabled it to bor- 
row in the English market on terms as 
favorable as those obtained by most 
European countries. While the elevation 
of Mr. McLollan may not add strength 
to the government it is nevertheless an 
omen that Sir John Macdonald has dis- 
covered in his colleague qualities that lead 
to the hope that a scheme has been al- 
ready prepared to bridgo over the deficit 
and enable the government to retain tho 
confidence of parliament. 1'rof. Foster, 
who succeeds Mr. McLollan a3 minister 
of marine, is a nutivo of New Bruns- 
wick, and is a comparatively young 
man, having beon born in 1847. He i» a 
ripe scholar, having been professor of 
classics in tho university of New Bruns- 
wick for several years. lie is a good de- 
bater. In politics he is a conservative, 
but got into parliament by the prohibi- 
tion vote. Sir Leonard Tilley represented 
the prohibition olement in the cabinet, 
and the appointment of Mr. Foster is due 
more, perhaps, to u feeling that tho temper- 
ance party should be represented in the 
cabinet than to any other cauae. In a few 
weeks the ministry will meet tho house. 
Then tho cabinet changeB will be ox- 
plained and the Kiel matter will be ar- 
gued ; after that the financial condition 
of the country will engage tho attention 
of tho house. There is a chance — a bare 
chance — that the government will be de- 
feated, in which case the constituen- 
cies may prepare for a general election. 
If the liberals succeed in voting the gov- 
ernment out on tho Riel question there 
is reason to boliovo that Sir John will be 
sustained in an appeal to the country. 
The seats ho may loso in Quebec will be 
more than made up by gains in the mari- 
time provinces, Ontario and British Col- 
umbia. 



THE COLONIAL EXHIBITION. 

The board of trade has wisely decided 
to assist in sending to the Colonial exhi- 
bition, to bo held during the comine year 
at London! exhibits of tho products and 
manufactures of this province. The effect 
of this exhibition will be that persons 
will become acquainted with and con- 
vinced by the best of all evidonce— ocular 
proof — as to the naturo and quality of 
the products of Canada and tho various 
oolonies. From tho extended notice, also, 
which tho London papers give this exhi- 
bition, an efficient representation of this 
province would tend to advertise it far 
and wide. It would bo a grand thing, if 
the dateof re openingof tho Canadian Paci- 
fic would permit, to send several refrigerated 
carcasses of our bunch graas-fed beef, to 
show what can be raised on the rolling 
plateaus of British Columbia. Those 
poople in Victoria who have 
only seen those animals after they have 
beon drivon several hundred miles from 
their grazing grounds, can scarcely form 
an adequate conception of their excel- 
lence of condition whon on their "run." 
This condition, however, by freighting 
facilities and refrigerator cars could bo 
preserved for tho coining exhibition. The 
board of trade will meet the loading 
merchants, pruducers and manufacturers 
on Monday next to confor upon and ar- 
rango as to the best muans to obtain the 
greatest number of entries and other 
necessary preliminaries. All interested 
in this laudable effort — and all are, to a 
greater or less extent — should not, whon 
they are called upon, begrudge tho little 
trouble and possible expense unavoidable 
on such occasions. If carried out and 
responded to with energy, our province 
with its many resources, even as they are 
utilized at present, can make a most re- 
spectable and beneficial showing.

Supreme Court. 



(Bofore Hon. Mr. Justice Gray.) 

Daniel Auriol and John Tait, the two 
Mitlakatla Indians who wero brought to 
Victoria on the last trip of tho Boscowitz 
to serve a term of three month's impris- 
onment, to which they had been sentenced 
by Mr. Elliott, tho stipendiary magistrate 
for Metlakatla, on a charge of fraudulent- 
ly appropriating to their own uao a shawl, 
takon from an Indian woman as a penalty 
for disobedience of a law of tho Indian 
council, woro yesterday brought beforo 
the court on a writ of habeaa corpus, which 
had been obtained tho previous day by 
Mr. Theodore Davie, their counsel. 

Air Davie now attacked tho conviction 
upon tho ground that the offence of which 
tho prisoners wero convicted, could only 
be tried upon indictment, and that there 
was no jurisdiction vested in any magis- 
trate to try summarily. The magistrate 
in the present case had proceeded under 
summary trial by consent act, but that 
act gives jurisdiction only in cases of sim- 
plo larceny, larceny from the person, and 
some other offences, but doea not include 
tho offence of fraudulently appropriating 
property, which is constituted a misdo 
meanor under aoction 110 of the larceny 
act. 

Tho judga held tho objection to tho 
conviction valid and ordered the prisone-s 
to ba discharged.

Railway Company

(.Exclusive to the Colonist.) 
Montreal, Dec. 18.— The Canadian 
Pacific railway ollicials aro making great 
endeavors to have their telegraph system 
complete early in the new year, and to 
open their commercial department to tho 
public beforo next spring. The company 
now has an unbroken line of telegraph 
extending from Montreal to the Pacific 
ocean, a distance of 2805 miles. There 
are now being strung f;>r commercial pur- 
poses, in addition to tho wires operated 
for railway business, two heavy No. 
wires from Montreal to Winnopeg, a dis- 
tance of 1450 miles. From Winnipeg to 
British Columhia additional facilities aro 
also being provided. At present the lead- 
ing cities of Canada are connected, and 
in a few weeks Detroit and Buffalo will 
bo tapped. When the line is completed 
to Halifax, N. S., it will have an inter- 
oceanic system connecting ut the Atlantic 
with the protected Imperial Cable to Croat 
Britain, and then, as. proposed , from Brit- 
ish Columbia by cable to the British pos- 
sessions in tho east. Soundings have al- 
ready been iaken by the company between 
British Columbia and Japan. Tho esti- 
mated coat of tho 1' cific cable is §3,300,- 
000.

ENGLAND. 
London, Dec. 18. — The excitement 
throughout Croat Britain on tho subject 
of home rule for Ireland continues without 
abatement. Newspapers of all shades of 
opinion and politics are urging Gladstone 
to speak definitely in regari! to his plans. 
The late premier in rosponie to a tele- 
gram sent to-day asking him for informa- 
tion with reference to the Irish home rule 
scheme which it is reported he has had 
under consideration fur some time, replied 
as follows: "From my public declarations 
at Edinburgh respecting the government 
of Ireland you- will easily sec I have no 
further communication to make." It will 
bo romemburod that in the speech referred 
to which he delivered on November 17th, 
he said in effect in reply to Famuli's sug- 
gestion to give local self-government to 
Ireland, that when ho loams through con- 
stitutional channels what the wishes of 
Ireland aro, ho will give them attentive 
consideration, but that ho cannot gain 
this knowledge until the new parliament 
ruoets. 

George J. Goschon, a prominent mem- 
ber of tho whig branch of tho liberal party, 
having boen asked to day for an opinion 
on the reported scheme of homo rule for 
Ireland, replied by telegraph that he 
maintains hia hitherto expresuod convic- 
tion against homo rule, and could not 
comment on any scheme of that nature 
until such scheme had beon fully declared 
The Marquis of Darlington, who was 
secretary fur war in Gladstone's cabinet, 
declares he has not approved of the scheme 
as had been intimated in certain quartets. 

THE BALKANS. 

London, Dec. IS — The government of 
Montenegro, in view of g«ii;-">ral military 
activity on the borders of that country, 
has taken the precaution to arm and 
equip 45,000 men who will be held in 
readiness for immediate action in the 
event of an invasion of tho country by a 
foreign army, or in case the government 
decides upon more ugreesive movements. 

Members of tho international commis- 
sion appointed to demarcate tho line be- 
tween Servian and Bulgarian armies has 
received instructions from their respective 
governments to endeavor to arrange an 
armistice botwoen the contending alatos. 

Typhus fever and smallpox aro raging 
among the Servian troops encamped at 
Nisch, The troops at Pirot aro suffering 
intensely from so.'oro cold, and thirty 
soldiers on the average aro frozen daily. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Dec. 18 The city of Armagh, 
in the province of Ulster, was to day tho 
point of an immense loyalist demonstra- 
tion. Tho meeting adopted a resolution 
expressing tho belief that a resort to home 
rule principles would be certain, sooner 
or lator, to eventuate in civil war, and 
exhorting the loyalist party to go almost 
any lengih in resisting the efforts of home 
rule advocates. Tho resolution com 
iH3ndod the loyalists in Ireland to tho 
sympathy of the protest nils throughout 
the British kingdom. More than one of 
tho speakers boasted with a degree of 
earnestness that aroused repeated cheers 
from the listeners, that the loyalist party 
in Iroland was ready to meet whatevt r 
issue might be prosonted. "Tho Ulator 
Orangemen aro ready to como to the 
front." Ono of the speakers amid great 
applause said, "and when their services 
are wanted sixty thousand men can 
readily be put into the field for activo 
service in tho defence of loyalty Lu tho 
government.

— Tho Even- 
ing Post this afternoon will say that two 
packages woro received by Coroner O'Don- 
nell yesterday. Each box was about six 
inches square. They wero loaded with 
powder and balls and some sticks rose 
through tho powder bearing caps. The 
contrivances had sliding lids lined with 
sandpaper, so that upon opening them 
tho caps would explode and tho powder 
would be touched off. Recent occurrences 
had made the coroner suspicious, and he 
took the precaution of soaking his pres 
enta in water before* opening them. It 
was owing to thia precaution that no 
damage was done. Tho clerks in tho 
postofRee have received instructions to be 
exceedingly cautious hereafter in hand' 
ling O'Donnoll's mail. 

Sacramento, Dec. 18.— The Citizens' 
Anti-Chinese association organized here 
to-night with a large membership. The 
association has for its object the further 
anco of legislation for the riddance of 
Chinese ill California and tho displace- 
ment of Chinese by white labor. 

TEXAS. 

San Fkancisco, Dec. 18 — The Chron- 
icle's El Paso, Texas, special says: The 
Chinesu located in El Paso are taking out 
naturalization papers and intend to be- 
come permanent citizens. Eight wero 
made citizens to-day. It ia thought the 
whole local company, numbering over 
200, will secure papers. Leading Chinese 
in ho city stato that tho movement will 
becomo general and that their country- 
men ill all cities and towns in tho south- 
west will speedily renounce their al- 
legiance to China and become American 
voters. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Ga., Dec. 18. — The 
funeral of Gon. Robt. Toombs took place 
to day in the M. E. church. The whole 
town is in mourning. Tho church was 
appropriately draped. Tlio casket was of 
bronze with wrought leaves of beautiful 
workmanship ornamenting it. Gov. Mo- 
Daniel and many prominent citizens of 
the state woro present. Tho funeral dis- 
course was preached by Bishop Beckwith, 

New York, Dec. 18. — Tho under 
sheriff thia afternoon said with reference 
to the state's judgment against the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co., for unpaid 
taxes, that he had levied upon tho com- 
pany's property to tho value of S250.000, 
because company had failed to pay the 
amount of 813,281,205 (?) taxes. The 
personal property of the company was not 
aufliciont to cover the amount of tho 
judgment, tho sheriff was compelled to 
include in the levy the Western Union 
building, 19.") Broadway, and also the 
machine and workshop on Church street. 
The lawyers for the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. said all they wanted was fair 
play and all they owed would be sottled. 



YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

ENGLAND. 
London,. Dec. 18 — A sensation was 
caused here this morning by the arrest of 
a young man and woman at Kensington 
on a charge of attempting to extort 
money from tho Prince of Wales, and 
threatening his royal highness in the 
event of his not complying with their do- 
mands. The prisoners woro taken before 
a magistrate, where a formal examination 
was held, resulting in their being ro- 
manded. It is expected that disclosures 
ol a serious nature will be made when 
the case is again called, 

THE P ALKANS. 
London, Dec. 18. — A report has been 
received here that the Servian troops 
have been withdrawn from the Widden 
district. 

Vienna, Dec IS.— A semi-official bul- 
letin, issued at Niach yestorday, says 
peace cannot bo assured. Bulgaria de- 
mands that Servia shall evacuate the 
Widden district. King Milan considers 
this an unfair request. Servia sooks for 
an armistice and peace, for political rea- 
sons, but if they are not obtained she 
will continue war to the last extremity. 
She will, however, wait until tho enomy 
takes the offensive. 

PlilLMPoroLIs, Doc. 18. — The Austrian 
agent has notified Prince Alexander that 
the military commission to demarcate the 
lino between Servia and Bulgaria will 
consider the victories and defeats of both 
belligerents, lie also aaya Servia and 
Bulgaria will not be represented on the 
com mission.

The Piracy Case. 

William Moore was arraigned before 
tho chief justice, Sir Matthew B. Begbie, 
yesterday morning on a charge of being 
accessory to the act of piracy in connec- 
tion with the steamer Teaser, and also 
with having been guilty of larceny in tak- 
ing eight tons of coal belonging to Turner 
Beeton & Co. 

After the indictments were read over 
tho defendant's counsel moved that tho 
charge of larceny be laid over until the 
next aaBizos on the ground that the pre- 
sentment of tho grand jury was the first 
intimation the accused had of tho charge, 
being taken by surprise. Aftor some dis- 
cussion the request was granted. Then it 
was contended that the accused was not 
bound to plead to the indictment as being 
an accessory to the piracy, there being 
nothing to show that a principal act of 
piracy had been committed. A person 
could not bo tried as accessory except in 
conjunction with tho principal felon. He 
could only bo proceeded against as 
a principal in a substantive charge 
and this had not been done. 
After hearing argument his lordship said 
that if tho defendant's counsel insisted 
on tho objection taken, tho indictment 
must be traversed thia assize, and it was 
accordingly postponed. 

Application was made to reduce tho 
bail and allow the defendant to go out of 
custody. 

His lordship declined to entertain the 
application in court, saying ho would 
hear the matter in chambers. 

LiTUK.. —His lordship reduced tho bail 
84000, and the defendant is at liberty 
again.

Davie appeared for the prosecution, and 
tho defendant was defended by Mr. Rich- 
ards, (J C, and Messrs. McColl & Tay- 
lor.

He 
also entered a counter charge against the 
Chinaman and asked that it bu tried be- 
foro two justices of tho peace. 

His honor declined to do this. 

Frank Keefer, chargod with neglecting 
to provide for his family, was remanded 
for one day.

PLOT TO KILL THE PRINCE OF 
WALES. 

Arrest of a Man and Wife 

Who were Selected I© D<» the 
Deed. 



CKxellUlvo to The Colonist.) 
London, Doc. 18. — London had a gen- 
uine sensation to-day. Early this morn- 
ing a young man and hia wife, named 
John and Sarah Magee, woro arrested at 
Kensington on a charge of having attempt- 
ed to procure money from tho Prince of 
Wales by writing threatening letters. Thoy 
were taken into court and formal charges 
preferred against thom and they were re- 
manded to await examination, [t appears 
tho prisoners had written two letters, but 
as they were not read in court it is im- 
possible to givo thoir exact language or 
state, except in general terms, what thoy 
contained. It is known, however, that 
the letters made a demand for £50 and 
intimated in uumiatakuble terms that un- 
less the amount was forthcoming tho 
prince's life would be in jeopardy. Tho 
prince, it is said, paid only "passing atten- 
tion to the first letter which the Mtigeea 
sent, but when the second cumo reiterat- 
ing the demands and threats, his royal 
highness turned tho letters over co the 
police and left them to do whatever thoy 
thought best. The police at once quickly 
set about planning tho capture of tho 
blackmailers. They sent a message as 
though coming from tho princu to tho ad- 
dress given in tho letters, directing tho 
authors of the letter to appear ut the speci- 
fied time and place. Assurance was s;ivon 
that somebody would meet them at tho 
appointed hour, prepared to hand over a 
package containing tho money they de- 
manded. The Magees at once fell into tho 
trap which had been set for them. Thoy 
appeared at the spot designated this morn- 
ing, and were presented with a package of 
farthings. As they started to leave with 
their supposed trcasuro the police 
threw off thtdr disguise and arrested them. 
Tho v, Lilian thereupon made a voluntary 
confession of the whole plot. At any rate 
tho police say tho confession was volun- 
tary. The woman, however, has since 
declared she was forced by tho police 
against her will to confess something. She 
then thought the confession made by her 
in the first moments of consternation after 
her arrest might be bad fur her in tho 
trial, and she is therefore trying to weaken 
ltB effect hy asserting it was forced from 
her. A representative of tho press cilled 
upon the equerry of the Prince of Wales 
this afternoon to loam all the facts about 
the affair. Tho equerry said something 
of the contents of the letters which, ho 
declared, represented that Magee was an 
emissary of a secret society, and had been 
ordored to kill the Prince of Wales, but 
the letters further intimated that Magoo 
did not wish to oboy the mandate. There 
was no help for it, however, unless he 
could gee money enough to go to America. 
He wanted £~50; therefore, if this amount 
reached him he would at. once bid 
good-bye to secret societies and conspira- 
cies and start across the Atlantic Noth- 
ing further can be learned to-night, It is 
believed that disclosures of an important 
nature may be made when the case comes 
before the court for a thorough invdstiga-

The Chiucse Question. 

Last evening at the Theatre Royal Capt. 
McCallum addressed a large audience, 
composed mostly of workingmen, the 
subject chosen being the Chinese ques- 
tion. Mr. John Duval occupied the chair, 
and a number of gentlemen prominently 
connected with the anti-Chinese associa- 
tion occupied seats on tho platform. The 
address, which waa of considerable length, 
was read by tho lecturer from manuscript. 
Tho subject matter of tho piper covorod 
the old but atill sound arguments against 
Chineae immigration and the ovil results 
to the whites in thoir forced competition 
with coolio labor. The style of diction 
employed was decidedly superior to the 
usual run of platform delivery, being 
redundant with metaphor and neatly 
turned sentences. The audienco fre- 
quently applauded — too frequently for 
tho contiguity of the address, though 
this was in some measure tho fault of tho 
speaker, who emphasized his words with 
such energy that tho audience applauded 
at every pause and at every point, some- 
times mistaking pauses for points and 
points tor pauses. Tho address did not 
ronfine itself strictly to the Chinese 
question (as it referred at noiiiii length to 
land monopoly), but was sound of argu- 
ment, based upon facta and logically ex- 
pounded. At tho oloso of tho lecture 
Capt. McCallum was long and loudly ap- 
plauded auu uceived a vole of thanks 
from bis hearers, as also did tho chairman. 
The meeting then ended. 

A Queer Test. —A confectioner was 
on trial in New York lately, charged with 
selling candy mado of decayed fruit, and 
there was testimony to tho effect that 
some of it fed to a horse made him sick. 
It occurred to the judgo to ask the de- 
fendant whether he was willing to eat 
some of his own candy (a lot of which 
had been bought and placed in evidence) 
and the confectioner ate a generous 
amount >>f it. Then the jury began tast- 
ing it, and, after a largo lot of the sam- 
ples had been consumed, the jury re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty.

DAKING BURGLARS. 

Aii Unknown Pursued; Captur- 
ed iii a River by a Constable 
ai.ul Drowned. . 

PlTTSBURO, Pa., Dec. 4. ---About 4 
o'clock tiii. morning the private bank- 
ing house of Bentle it Co., of Freedom, 
Pa., 28 miles west of Pittsburg, was 
robbed of $12,000 in cash and securi- 
ties. The robbery was committed by 
four men who exploded the safe with 
giant powder, .shuttering the windows 
and walls.

The constable 
followed and the desparado sprang into 
the river. Jones was after him in an 
instant and the burglar fired another 
shot, the bullet passing through Lhe of- 
ficer's hat. Just us the pistol was aim- 
ed for another shot, the constable 
struck the burglar down, a desperate 
struggle following in the river, at that 
point four feet deep. Seizing the pri- 
soner by thi! throat the stout constable 
tried in vain to drag him alive to the 
shore and finding the desporudo threat- 
ened to get the best of the situation, as 
a last resort he thrust the fellows's 
head beneath the water and held it 
there until life was extinct, when, be- 
draggled and almost exhausted, the 
constable had dragged the dead and 
dripping prisoner to land. The burglar 
was found to be a stout, well dressed 
man, with nothing whatever about him 
to give a hint of his name or residence.
